The second Ski event of the day was 
the cross-country flki race, at four 
o'clock.

Lecture courses rarely follow any 
particular . text-book. The subject 
matter is an extract of the beat points 
of several authorities. It is therefore 
necessary for the student to take notée 
at some length, In order to furnish In 
concise form data for pre-examlnatlon 
study. Lectures cannot, on account 
of tho ground to be covered. In each 
peripd, spend time on giving dictation, 
they must follow out their explana- 
tion at what might be called ordinary 
conversational speed — their pupils en- 
deavor to reduce this to abbreviated 
writing at writing speed. Tho result 
is familiar to all. One either fololwa 
the reasoning mentally and Neglects 
one's notes, or one seta down on paper 
a series of phrases that may later 
luckily be resolved into an elucidation 
of the point at Issue, and in so doing 
misses the value of the oral demon- 
stration. I venture to suggest thai. 
In some rases at least, one half of the 
time spent In the lecture-room la oc- 
cupied In the mechanical operation of 
writing, during which time the mind 
cannot be open to receive offered in- 
formation. Only too frequently one 
la left with a consciousness of having 
failed to grasp the pointa brought up, 
and a sat of semi-decipherable and 
disconnected sentences. How rare la 
he with a "good set of notes" in all 
v h's subjects! Tho effect on band- 
writing' alone of four years of such 
practice is appaling. 

The remedy is obvious, simple and 
devoid of the undeaired element of 
radical change. Let ua be supplied 
with piinted notes on the skeleton of 
each course. With these in band the 
student may devote his whole attention 
,fo the lecturer's words, with the se- 
curity that be holds the crystallised 
statements neatly set down for further 
perusal. He Is at liberty to follow 
more detailed or more elaborate dis- 
cussion, and to cover more gorund, 
because be has more time to listen.
